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INTRODUCTION 

My  wife,  Alice  Badgley  Marshall,  was  interested  in  the  geneology  of 
her  family  and  olten  asked  me  about  my  family.  I  was  always  interested, 
in  a  general  way,  but  had  little  authentic  information.  My  lather  was 
George  Marshall.  He  was  the  son  of  Daniel  Marshall,  the  son  of  Aaron 
Marshall.  Grandlalher  Daniel  married  Hannah  Daniel  in  1827.  They 
became  the  parents  ot  eight  children.  In  1842,  we  find  the  whole  family 
living  in  Monroe  Township,  Ferry  County,  Ohio.  The  family  lived  in  the 
same  community  until  the  death  of  Daniel  in  1872.  Following  his  death, 
the  family  soon  became  widely  separated.  However,  the  family  unity  was 
well  maintained  until  the  death  of  grandmother  Marshall,  in  1895.  There¬ 
after  family  communications  became  less  frequent  and  the  family  ties 
greatly  weakened.  All  of  the  first  generation  are  now  gone  and  all  but  a 
few  of  the  second  generation  are  also  gone. 

Information  concerning  ancestors  farther  hack  was  quite  meager.  In 
early  days,  about  1875,  Jesse  Marshall  of  Carroll  County,  Ohio  whose  grand¬ 
father,  Joshua  Marshall,  was  a  brother  of  grandfather,  Daniel  Marshall, 
visited  our  home  and  the  homes  of  other  relatives,  in  Perry  County  and 
later  in  a  letter  to  Ida  Marshall  dated  July  2,  1916,  told  her  of  our  great 
grandfather,  Aaron  Marshall  of  Hancock  County,  West  Virginia  and  some 
of  his  descendants  there.  In  the  early  days  of  my  youth,  my  father  and 
mother  visited  relatives  in  Carroll  County.  Stories  of  these  visits  are  re¬ 
membered  by  relatives  still  living  but  no  one  has  made  a  record  of  them. 

It  was  apparent  that  unless  some  one  soon  made  a  record  ot  the  Daniel 
Marshall  family,  not  only  would  the  family  unity  he  gone,  but  the  family 
would  lose  all  connection  with  our  ancestors.  I  decided  therefore  to  write 
the  history  of  the  Daniel  Marshall  family,  in  the  interest  of  family  unity. 
In  the  beginning  I  had  in  mind  only  grandfather  Daniel  Marshall,  his 
ancestors  and  descendants. 

In  attempting  to  find  out  about  the  ancestors  of  my  grandfather,  Daniel 
Marshall,  1  soon  got  in  touch  with  descendants  of  John  Marshall,  Aaron 
Marshall,  Jr.  and  Joshua  Marshall,  all  three  being  the  children  of  Aaron 
Marshall,  and  brothers  of  my  grandfather.  So  1  became  interested  to  know 
about  their  familities.  I  had  not  proceeded  far,  until  1  found,  to  my  great 
surprise,  that  Aaron  was  the  father  of  twelve  children.  As  interesting  as 
it  would  have  been  to  do  so,  neither  time  nor  circumstances  permitted  me  to 
write  the  geneology  of  the  entire  Aaron  Marshall  family.  As  incomplete 
as  it  is,  I  have  included  all  the  information  at  hand  relative  to  the  descend¬ 
ants  of  Aaron  Marshall,  other  than  Daniel  Marshall.  It  may  serve  to  intro¬ 
duce  the  Daniel  Marshall  family  to  distant  relatives  through  a  common 
ancestor.  This  work  is  essentially  the  geneology  of  the  Daniel  Marshall 
branch  of  the  Aaron  Marshal!  family.  It  is  my  hope  that  someone  else  will 
carry  the  torch  from  here  on.

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A  SKETCH  OF  THE  AARON  MARSHALL  FAMIL 

1  have  found  no  authentic  information  as  to  ancestors  larlher'Huic' 
than  Aaron  Marshall.  One  family  tradition  says  he  was  of  Norman-English 
origin,  horn  in  Virginia,  1 7!)0  and  died  in  1827.  The  history  of  Aaron 
Marshall  himself  is  somewhat  meager,  especially  the  early  days  of  his  life. 

In  the  Commemorative  biographical  Record  of  Harrison  and  Carroll 
Counties,  Ohio  published  in  1891,  there  is  a  biography  of  Jesse  Marshall  of 
Carroll  County,  Ohio,  which  says  he  was  tin*  son  of  Eli  Marshall,  the  son 
of  Joshua  Marshall,  a  native  of  Hancock  or  Brooks  County,  West  Virginia, 
the  son  of  Aaron  Marshall  of  Virginia. 

The  History  o!  Carroll  and  Harrison  Counties,  Ohio  published  in  1921, 
also  contains  a  biography  ol  the  same  Jesse  Marshall,  which  says  that  he 
was  the  grandson  of  Joshua  Marshall,  who  came  to  Carroll  County  from 
W  est  Virginia  at  a  very  early  date. 

The  History  of  the  Upper  Ohio  Valley,  Vol.  1,  page  660,  published  in 
1890,  names  a  number  of  prominent  persons,  among  them  Oliver  S.  Mar¬ 
shall,  an  attorney  ol  Hancock  County,  W  esl  Virginia  and  says  that  he  was 
a  descendant  of  Aaron  Marshall,  one  of  the  earliest  settlers  in  Hancock 
County  and  came  I  rom  Virginia  to  Washington  County,  Pennsylvania  in 
1760  and  to  Hancock  County  in  1780. 

Oliver  S.  Marshall  was  the  son  of  James  0.  Marshall,  the  son  of  John 
Marshall,  the  son  of  Aaron  Marshall.  John  owned  a  farm  near  Pughtown, 
Hancock  County.  Twelve  anti  one-half  acres  of  that  farm,  now  stands  in 
the  name  of  Oliver,  now  deceased.  The  deed  for  the  same  is  recorded  in  the 
office  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Court,  in  Deed  Book  Volume  “H”,  page  210. 
Edmund  Aaron  Marshall  an  attorney  ol  Huntington,  West  Virginia,  a  son 
of  Oliver,  says  that  his  father,  on  several  occasions  pointed  out  to  him 
the  boundaries  ol  the  original  farm.  He  also  remembers  that  when  he  was 
but  a  child  his  grandfather,  James  0.  Marshall,  took  him  out  squirrel 
hunting  on  the  larm  and  pointed  out  the  location  of  the  house  where  he 
was  horn.  It  is  reasonably  certain  that  this  farm  was  originally  owned  by 
Aaron  Marshall. 

Mrs.  Sarah  Elizabeth  Weir,  the  daughter  of  Joshua  Marshall,  the  son 
of  Aaron  Marshall,  in  a  statement  in  writing  made  for  me  in  1943,  said  in 
part  as  follows: 

j  ain  ||ie  youngest  of  the  twelve  children  of  my  father, 
Joshua  Marshall,  who  came  to  Ohio  with  an  older  brother  ***  I 
remember  he  told  me  they  walked  across  the  Ohio  River  on  the  ice 
from  Pughtown,  West  Virginia  "  " He  told  me  he  did  not  have 
much  money  ol  his  own  and  borrowed  "**'  from  his  father. 

My  father.  Joshua  Marshall  came  to  Ohio  from  Pughtown,  West 
Vir  ginia  when  a  young  man  twenty-one  years  old  and  married 
Mary  Koudchush  and  raised  a  family  of  twelve  children,  six  sons 
and  six  daughters  of  which  I  am  the  youngest  and  the  only  livin' 
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Here  we  have  a  glimpse  ot  Aaron  Marshall  in  his  every  day  lile.  In 
the  early  days  it  was  the  custom  for  farmer  hoys  to  remain  at  home  on  the 
farm  until  they  became  of  lawful  age.  From  all  the  lads  and  circumstances, 
it  is  a  fair  inference  that  Joshua,  arriving  at  the  age  ol  twenty-one  years, 
felt  free  to  leave  the  homestead,  and  his  lather  according  to  custom,  helped 
him  make  his. start  in  life.  It  is  also  a  fair  inference  that  Aaron,  then  lived 
on  a  farm  near  Pughtovvn  hereinbefore  referred  to  and  Joshua  moved  lrorn 
there  to  Carroll  County,  Ohio. 

Aaron  Marshall  may  have  been  a  revolutionary  soldier.  Authentic 
records  show  the  name  ol  Aaron  Marshall  at  least  tour  times  in  the  list  ot 
Revolutionary  soldiers.  Once  from  New  Jersey,  once  from  Virginia  and 
twice  from  Pennsylvania,  one  from  Chester  County  and  the  other  trom 
Washington  County.  The  names  of  the  children  ot  Aaron  Marshall  ot 
New  Jersey  make  it  clear  that  he  was  not  our  ancestor.  The  one  from 
Virginia  could  have  been  for  the  reason  that  what  is  now  Washington 
County,  Pennsylvania  was  claimed  by  the  state  of  Virginia,  in  the  Revo¬ 
lutionary  Period.  Considering  the  known  sojournings  of  our  Aaron  Mar¬ 
shall,  the  Chester  County,  Pennsylvania  soldier,  could  not  be  our  ancestor. 
The  most  probable  ancestor  is  the  Revolutionary  soldier  from  Washington 
County,  Pennsylvania. 

In  the- Pennsylvania  Archives  Series  5,  Vol.  4,  page  412,  in  the  list  of 
soldiers  in  the  Washington  County  Militia,  Continental  Line,  who  received 
“Depreciation  pay  as  per  cancelled  certificates”,  there  appears  the  name 
of  Aaron  Marshall.  The  length  of  service  is  not  indicated.  Also  at  page 
720,  same  volume,  in  t he  list  of  “soldiers  of  the  Revolution  who  received 
pay  for  their  services,”  from  Washington  County,  in  the  Continental  line, 
the  name  of  Aaron  Marshall  again  appears.  The  length  of  service  is  not 
shown,  but  the  list  covers  the  period  1778-1783.  The  two  names  presumably 
refer  to  the  same  soldier.  Thus  it  appears  that  a  Revolutionary  Soldier  by 
the  name  of  Aaron  Marshall  and  our  Aaron  Marshall  lived,  for  some  time, 
at  the  same  time,  in  \\  ashington  (anility,  Pennsylvania,  during  the  Revolu¬ 
tion.  lhat  our  Aaron  Marshall  ot  Washington  County,  Pennsylvania  and 
the  Revolutionary  soldier  ot  the  same  county  are  one  and  the  same  person 
is  speculative,  but  it  appears  reasonable. 


Pughtovvn,  W  est  Virginia  is  in  Hancock  County  and  was  formerly  the 
County  seat.  New  Cumberland  is  now  the  County  seat.  Hancock  County  at 
Pughtovvn  is  only  six  or  seven  miles  wide.  Washington  County,  Pennsyl¬ 
vania  bounds  Hancock  County  in  part  on  t he  East.  Carroll  County,  Ohio  is 
about  lorty  miles  westerly  trom  Hancock  County. 


Aaron  Marshall  married  Sarah  Snowden.  \\  hen  and  whine  I  have  not 
learned.  Tradition  says  both  were  born  in  Westmoreland  County,  Virginia. 
They  were  the  parents  of  twelve  children:  John  1783-1860;  Aaron,  Jr.. 
1785-1861;  Joshua,  1797-1876;  Daniel,  1801-1872;  David;  Samuel;  Joseph; 
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William;  Kachel;  Hattie;  Sarah  and  Elizabeth.  According  to  the  best 
information,  all  were  born  in  Hancock  County,  West  Virginia.  That  Aaron 
and  Sarah  lived  their  early  lives  in  the  later  Colonial  Period,  is  shown  by 
the  fact  that  one  of  the  children,  John,  perhaps  the  oldest,  was  born  in 
1783. 


Where  Aaron  and  Sarah  were  buried,  1  have  not  learned.  It  is  reason¬ 
ably  certain  that  they  lived  after  1780  in  Hancock  County,  West  Virginia. 
Many  of  their  descendants  still  live  in  Hancock  County.  Most  of  them, 
however,  have  scattered  widely  throughout  the  United  States,  a  few  to 
Canada  and  Alaska. 


Aaron  Marshall  and  his  wile,  Sarah,  must  have  been  of  good  stock: 
strong,  self-reliant  and  courageous.  Their  descendants,  sons  of  toil,  farm¬ 
ers,  educators,  preachers,  doctors,  lawyers,  business  men,  the  kind  of  folks 
that  made  our  country  great.  All  honor  to  our  venerable  colonial  ancestors! 
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EXPLANATION 


Aaron  Marshall  was  llie  father  of  twelve  children.  There  have  been,  as 
reported  herein,  seven  generations,  following  him.  To  illustrate  the  method 
of  showing  the  family  relationships,  we  have  shown  below  the  first  two 
generations  so  far  as  they  have  been  found.  The  first  generation  and  the 
number  of  persons  in  it  are  in  the  first  column.  The  second  generation  and 
the  number  of  persons  in  it  are  in  the  second  column  and  so  on  for  each 
generation.  To  find  the  number  of  descendants  in  each  family,  count  down 
in  the  column  where  the  name  of  the  head  of  the  family  appears.  \ou  may 
have,  in  some  instances,  to  turn  two  or  three  pages  to  reach  the  last  name. 
There  will  be  no  name  of  any  member  of  any  other  family  in  that  column, 
until  another  family  is  reached.

In  infancy,  moved  with  her  parents  to  Washington  County, 
Pennsylvania.  In  1811,  moved  with  parents  to  Washington  Township, 
Carroll  County,  Ohio,  on  a  farm  purchased  from  the  government  for 
$1.25  per  acre. 

The  information  relative  to  the  family  of  Tobias  and  Sarah  Roude- 
bus,  the  marriage  of  their  daughter,  Mary  to  Joshua  Marshall,  the 
purchase  ol  larm  and  the  building  of  log  houses  was  taken  from  a 
paper  written  by  J.  L.  Marshall  in  1900  at  the  death  of  Mary,  in  her 
memory.

For  reasons  already  stated,  1  have  not  attempted  to  trace  the  history  ot 
David,  Samuel,  Joseph,  William,  Rachel,  Hattie,  Sarah  or  Elizabeth,  or 
their  descendants.

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4-1.  THE  DANIEL  MARSHALL  FAMILY 


The  Daniel  Marshall  Family  Bible  is  in  the  possession  of  Mrs.  Benjamin 
Brough  Marshall  of  Winter  Haven,  Florida.  It  records  the  dates  ol  the 
births  and  deaths  of  Daniel  Marshall  and  his  wife,  Hannah  Daniel  Mar¬ 
shall,  the  dale  of  their  marriage,  the  dates  of  the  births  of  their  eight 
children,  the  dates  of  the  deaths  of  Mary  Ann  Glenn  and  her  husband, 
David  Glenn,  and  Emery  Marshall  and  the  dates  of  the  marriages  of  all 
the  children  except  the  second  marriage  of  Lucinda  Brooks  McKinney. 


Daniel  Marshall  was  born  April  11,  1801  (1801-1872)  and  accord¬ 
ing  to  family  tradition  near  Pughtown  in  Hancock  County,  West  Virginia 
where  we  have  hereinbefore  referred  to  as  the  place  of  residence  of  li is 
father,  Aaron  Marshall.  It  is  reasonably  certain  that  he  spent  his  child¬ 
hood  and  early  manhood  on  his  fathers  farm.  We  next  hear  of  him  when 
lie  married  Hannah  Daniel.  March  12,  1827,  and  according  to  family  tradi¬ 
tion  in  what  is  now  Carroll  County,  Ohio.  We  have  no  record  as  to  just 
where  Daniel  and  Hannah  lived  in  Carroll  County  for  the  first  four  years 
after  their  marriage.  During  that  period,  however,  the  three  oldest  children 
were  born:  Emery,  Mary  Ann  and  Esther. 


October  2,  1831,  Daniel  purchased  a  farm  of  one  hundred  and  sixty 
acres,  in  what  was  then  Columbiana  County,  Ohio,  but  now  included  in 
Carroll  County.  Consideration  $  100. 00.  The  deed,  transcribed  from  Co¬ 
lumbiana  County,  is  recorded  in  the  deed  records  of  Carroll  County,  Vol. 
56,  page  115.  Two  children,  Miriam  and  Steward  were  born  on  that  farm. 

March  12,  1835  Daniel  sold  his  Carroll  County  farm.  Consideration 
$1200.00.  Deed  recorded  in  the  deed  records  of  Carroll  County,  Volume  2. 
page  61. 


April  10,  1837,  Daniel  purchased  a  farm  of  one  hundred  and  sixty 
acres  in  Monroe  Township,  Perry  County,  Ohio  from  the  United  States  ol 
America  pursuant  to  an  Act  of  the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  IJ.  S. 
Laws,  Vol.  6,  page  186,  entitled  “An  Act  Making  further  provision  for  the 
sale  ol  the  public  lands.  Being  the  south-east  quarter  of  section  30,  Town¬ 
ship  12,  Range  14,  in  the  district  of  lands  subject  to  sale  at  Zanesville, 
Ohio.  The  deed  was  signed  by  Martin  Van  Buren,  President,  by  his  secretary 
and  is  recorded  in  the  Deed  Records  of  Muskingum  County  at  Zanesville, 
Volume  161,  page  230,  and  in  the  Deed  Records  of  Perry  County,  at  New 
Lexington  February  3.  1875,  Volume  1,  page  100.  The  original  deed  is  in 
the  possession  ol  Ida  Marshall.  The  farm  is  more  definitely  described  as 
being  about  one  and  one-hall  miles  south  of  Buckingham.  Buckingham  is 
on  the  road  going  from  Corning  to  Hemlock  and  on  to  Shawnee.  Indian 
Run,  a  branch  of  the  W  est  Branch  of  Sunday  Creek,  flows  through  the  farm. 
A  large  log  cabin  was  lniill  on  the  banks  of  Indian  Run. 


The  history  ol  the  Daniel  Marshall  family,  from  the  date  of  the  sale 
of  the  Carroll  County  farm  to  the  purchase  ol  the  Perry  County  farm  is  not 
clear.  I  low  c\  or,  the  next  two  children.  George  and  Lucinda,  twins,  were 
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born,  December  80,  1836,  during  that  period.  1  lie  deed  tor  the  Perry 
County  farm  recites  that  Daniel  Marshall  was  "ol  Carroll  County,  Ohio.’ 
The  Civil  W  ar  record  of  George  Marshall  shows  that  when  drafted  he  gave 
his  place  of  birth  as  Perry  County.  There  is  no  known  record,  or  any 
family  tradition  of  any  residence  having  been  built  on  the  farm  earlier  than 
the  above  mentioned  log  cabin.  From  all  the  laets  and  circumstances,  it 
seems  reasonably  certain,  the  Daniel  Marshall  family  moved  to  the  Perry 
County  farm  soon  after  the  sale  of  the  Carroll  County  farm,  and  that  the 
twins  were  born  in  the  Indian  Run  Log  Cabin.  My  father.  George  Marshall, 
one  of  the  twins,  if  living,  could  no  doubt  explain  the  seeming  contradic¬ 
tions.  Unfortunately,  while  my  father  was  living,  the  importance  ol  the 
subject  did  not  occur  to  me. 

The  youngest  child,  Thomas,  was  born  June  3,  1842  and  it  is  definitely 
known  that  he  was  born  in  the  Indian  Run  Log  Cabin.  From  that  time  on 
the  history  of  the  Daniel  Marshall  family  is  quite  well  known. 

My  brother,  William  Talbert  Marshall,  now'  living,  was  eleven  years 
old  when  Daniel  died  in  1872.  He  remembers  him  well  and  has  in  his 
possession  a  hat  worn  by  him  in  his  lifetime.  He  also  knew  all  of  his  eight 
children.  There  are  also  relatives  now  living  who  knew  Hannah  well, 
before  she  died  in  1895,  among  them  the  same  William  Talbert  Marshall; 
my  sister-in-law,  Mrs.  Benjamin  Brough  Marshall:  my  sister,  Cora  Golden 
Sode  and  Ida  Marshall,  the  daughter  of  Thomas  Marshall.  1  also  knew  her 
well,  being  twenty-six  years  old  when  she  died.  1  have  often  heard  her 
talk  about  all  of  her  children,  their  whereabouts  and  activities.  I  remember 
all  of  the  children  except  two,  Finery  Marshall  and  Mary  Ann  Glenn. 

In  due  course  ol  time,  a  room  was  added  to  the  Indian  Run  Log  Cabin, 
large  enough  to  accommodate  a  hand  loom.  Daniel  prospered  and  in  1859 
built  a  frame  residence  across  the  road  lrom  the  log  cabin.  At  the  time  of 
his  death  in  1872,  he  owned  three  hundred  and  sixty  acres,  all  in  one  tract, 
including  the  original  homestead.  The  suit  ace  ol  the  original  homestead 
has  been  sold  but  the  mineral  rights  are  still  held  in  the  family,'  being  owned 
by  the  next  ol  kin  ol  the  youngest  child,  Thomas  Marshall. 


In  brief  outline  it  appears  that  our  great  grandparents,  Aaron  and 
Sarah  Marshall  were  Virginians  of  the  later  Colonial  period,  that  they 
emigrated  to  Washington  County,  Pennsylvania  and  from  there  to  Hancock 
County,  West  Virginia,  and  that  our  grandfather,  Daniel  Marshall,  moved 
from  Hancock  County,  W  est  Virginia  to  Carroll  County,  Ohio  and  mann  ing 
Hannah  Daniel,  they  lived,  for  a  time,  near  Carrollton,  the  County  seat  of 
Carroll  County,  Ohio,  where  their  five  oldest  children  were  born.  Then  the 
Daniel  Marshall  family  moved  to  Perry  County  farm  where  the  three 
youngest  children  were  born. 

I  he  descendants  ol  Hannah  and  Daniel  look  part  in  wars  as  follows: 
Civil  War,  three;  World  War  I,  seven;  World  War  II,  lorly.  In-laws  in 
three  wars,  Klevcn,  Total,  Sixty-one  as  reported  herein. 

Daniel  and  Hannah  were  typical  pioneers,  lie  was  a  hard  working, 
economical  larmcr,  interested  with  his  neighbors  in  promoting  the  growth 
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_r.d  prosperity  of  the  new  community.  She  devoted  her  time  to  the  care  of  the 
home,  and  the  rearing  of  the  children,  and  in  addition  operated  a  hand 
loom,  making  material  for  clothing  and  bedding  for  the  family.  Some  ol 
the  products  of  the  hand  loom  were  sold.  A  few  are  still  in  existence.  Daniel 
and  Hannah  weie  both  buried  in  Beach  (dove  Cemetery  (Conn  Oraveyard) 
located  about  two  miles  from  their  Indian  Bun  homestead.  Separate  monu¬ 
ments  mark  their  graves.  They  have  left  us  a  priceless  heritage. 

An  attempt  has  been  made  to  record  the  names  of  all  descendants  of 
Daniel  and  Hannah  Daniel  Marshall.  In  some  instances  it  has  been  im¬ 
possible.  All  letters  have  not  been  answered.  Some  errors  may  be  found 
and  some  changes  may  have  occurred  during  the  last  few  years  while  this 
work  has  beam  in  progress.  It  is  believed,  however,  that  enough  informa¬ 
tion  is  contained  herein  to  make  possible  the  preservation  of  tin?  family 
unity.
